The  opening  or  the  English  Parliament  on 
the  7lh  of  February  was  according  to  the 
English  press  rather  m  tame  affair.  The 
Queen's  speech  wss  the  weakest  and  most 
ungratnmatioal  document  of  the  kind  that 
had  ever  emanated  from  any  Cabinet — which 
is  stating  a  great  deal.  "  Oobbet  in  his 
grammar,"  sajs  the  Spectator, "  drew  all  his 
examples  of  vicious  style  from  speeches  pat 
into  the  mouths  of  English  Kings,  bit  even 
be  would  have  paused  in  amazement  before 
the  extraordinary  document  lisped  oat  by  the 
Lord  Chancellor  on  Tuesday."    The  mea- 


sure* announced  by  the  speech  to  be  intro- 
duced immediately  are  the  concentration  of 
the  courts  of  law  and  equity,  the  eon- 
tinned  revision  of  the  statute  law,  the 
amendment  of  the  law  of  patents,  a  ohange 
in  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and  an  amendment 
in  the  management  of  public  schools.  The 
only  poinf  in  the  speech  whioh  called  forth 
any  observation  in  the  Commons  was  an 
allusion  to  the  prosperity  of  Ireland.  This 
was  too  much  for  some  of  the  Irish  men 
berg,  and  a  very  fierce  onslaught  was 
made  on  this  part  of  the  Royal  address. 
In  the  House  of  Lords  a  more  animated 
discussion  ensued   between  Lords  Derby

and  Russell.  An  English  paper  describe 
ing  the  former's  remarks  says:  "the 
dullness  was  greatly  relieved  by  a  good 
humored,  bantering  speech  by  Lord  Derby, 
who  made  the  dozen  or  soore  of  Peers 
present  merry  at. the  expense  of  the  Speech 
and  the  Ministry.  He  desoribed  it  as  '  an  in 
nocuous  Speech,  such  as  an  aged  Premier 
might  be  expected  to  deliver  to  a  moribund 
Parliament.'  There  was  a  little  dash  of  ma 
lice  in  this  sentence,  whioh  those  who  know 
Lord  Palmerston  highly  relished.  Lord  Der 
by  is  not  a  young  man  himself,  but  he  is 
fifteen  years  the  junior  of  the  Premier,  and 
nothing  can  annoy  the  latter  so  much  as  to 
be  called  old.  A  man  at  eighty  who  paints 
his  whiskers  and  gives  himself  javenile  airs, 
was  felt  by  the  Opposition  Leader  to  be 
open  to  a  shaft  like  this,  and  it  went  home." 
Lord  Derby  was  rather  bitter  against 
the  United  States,  as  the  Conservative 
party  generally  are,  and  made  out 
that  the  recent  notice  of  the  abro 
gation  of  the  Reciprocity  Treaty  and  the 
abandonment  or  the  arrangement  with  regard 
to  armed  vessels  on  the  Lakes  were  clearly 
and  intentionally  indicative  of  hostility  to 
England.  Lord  Russell  viewed  the  matter 
in  a  different  light,  and  see  med  very  favorably 
disposed  to  the  Northern  States.  Lord  Pal 
merston,  in  the  Commons,  also  defeaded  the 
acts  of  the  Washington  authorities  and  de 
precated  any  discussion  on  the  relations  of 
England  and  America  at  the  present  time 
There  was  an  omission  in  the  speech  which 
did  not  please  the  more  advanced  Liberals 
and  that  was  in  reference  to  Parliamentary 
reform.  Mr.  Baines,  however,  who  intro- 
duced a  bill  for  the  extension  of 
the  franchise  last  year,  has  given 
notioo  to  take  the  matter  up,  and 
make  the  subject  a  test  question  at  the 
coming  general  election,  much  to  the  disgust 
of  the  Hoase  generally.  It  was  expected 
that  no  serious  matters  would  arise  the  pres- 
ent session  to  disturb  the  equanimity  of  Lord 
Palmerston,  and  that  the  present  government 
eould  go  to  the  country  with  no  especial 
party  cry.  The  introduction  ef  this  fran- 
chise bill  of  Mr.  Baines,  however,  brings  the 
whole  question  of  reform  to  the  surface,  and 
ahakes  the  stability  of  the  party  in  power, 
unless  indeed  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exche- 
quer has  more  followers  in  the  Ministry  than 
he  possessed  when  he  made  his  celebrated 
reform  speech  last  year.  The  subject  ie  more 
generally  agitated  now,  however,  than  it  was 
then,  and  there  is  every  probability  that  tha 
result  of  the  ensuing  election  contest  will 
find  Mr.  Oladstone  the  leader  of  an  over- 
whelming majority  in  favor  of  an  unstinted 
Parliamentary  reform. 

Another  change  is  to  be  made  in  the  Eng- 
lish bankruptcy  laws.  It  appears  that  at  the 
present  time  the  system  or  carrying  an  estate 
through  bankruptcy  is  something  like  that 
profitable  arrangement  o(  Dickens'  Jarndyce 
Chancery  suit.  Lord  Westbury  puts  the  case 
of  property  which  had  been  thrown  into 
bankruptcy  to  the  value  of  £077,000.  The 
cost  of  collecting  and  dividing  this  amount 
among  the  creditors  was  £143,000,  and  the 
o  allays  for  salaries  and  other  expenses  £140,- 
000— making  altogether  a  sum  of  £213,000. 
We  can  easily  understand  the  dead-set  that 
is  made  against  Lord  Westbury,  by  certain 
portiona  of  the  legal  fraternity,  for  attempt- 
ing to  interfere  with  a  system  thai  is  so  ad- 
mirably adapted  to  the  lawyers  and  so  ruin- 
ous to  both  debtor  and  creditor.  The  altera- 
tion in  the  patent  system  mentioned  above 
comes  like  most  old  country  reforms  almost 
too  late.  The  drawbaoks  hitherto  met  by 
tho  inventor  have  been  almost  a  total  check 
upon  ingenuity  and  enterprise.  He  was 
obliged  to  pay  £175  when  the  patent 
was  granted— a  sum  altogether  beyond  the 
capacity  of  tbe  poorer  classes.  Now  (be 
sum  is  to  be  spread  over  fourteen  years.  The 
greatest  absurdity  probably  in  the  present 
law  is  the  recent  decision  of  tbe  Queen's 
Bench  that  tbe  Crown  has  tbe  right  to  ap- 
propriate any  invention  it  pleases  for  its  own 
use.  Tbe  general  feeling  seems  to  be  to 
abolish  the  patent  laws  altogether.

Wax  Tax  ok  Newspapers- The  news- 
papers whioh  arrived  by  the  Sierra  Nevada 
on  Thursday  bear  an  ominous  stamp  "  Due 
2."  The  meaning  of  this  curt  sentenoe  is 
that  all  papers  sow  passing  through  th  San 
Francisco  post  office  are  subject  to  a  tax  of 
two  cents.

Thb  Late  Foo  in  Loudon— The  reduc- 
tion of  tho  inoome  tax,  Parliamentary  reform, 
tho  repeal  of  the  malt-tax,  the  purification 
of  tho  Thames,  the  relief  of  destitution,  are  as 
measures  more  or  less;  earnestly  desired  in 
divers  quarters.  But  if  on  Saturday  evening, 
any  candidate  had  started  for  a  metropolitan 
constituency  with  an  effective  bill  in  his 
pocket  for  the  abolition  of  the  institution 
known  as  the  London  log,  he  would  have 
distanced  the  most  attractive  political  com- 
petitor for  popular  favor.  Every  one  was 
gasping.  Even  those  who  remained  at  home 
round  a  large  elear  fire  but  a  poor  mitigation 
of  the  unpleasant  atmosphere  that  filled  their 
oomfoitable  rooms.  In  the  theatres  tbe  audi- 
ences were  pretty  muob  in  the  position  of  tbe 
bewitched  lovers  in  the  "  Midsummer  Night's 
Dream."  Voices  were  beard  well  enough, 
but  tbe  oapaoity  of  vision  was  greatly  limi- 
ted. But  it  was  in  the  matter  of  locomotion 
and  out  of  doors  tbat  the  full  extent  of  the 
sooial  disorganisation  was  manifest.  When 
some  yesrs  ago  the  London  cabman  struck 
one  day,  and  left  people  to  find  their  way 
•bout  as  best  they  could,  the  inconvenienoe 
was  muoh  greater  than  any  could  bave 
imagined.  But  even  then  tbe  worst  re- 
sults were  tbe  loss  of  uigoity  and  delay. 
Great  magnates  arriving  from  tbe  country 
were  forced  to  swallow  and  adopt  the  omni- 
bus koife-board  of  middle  class  life.  Rail- 
way passengers  were  happy  if  they  were  able 
to  pounce  upon  a  costermooger's  cart  for  their 
things  and  were  contented  to  parade  the  town 
beside  it,  somewhat  in  tbe  position  of  a  bag- 
gage guard.  But  when  tbe  absence  ol  light 
ia  thrown  in  along  with  tho  absence  ol  loco- 
motion, as  was  tbe  oase  on  Saturday  night, 
tbe  inconvenience  becomes  little  less  tbau  a 
calamity  for  the  moment.  All  day  on  Sun- 
day every  one  had  some  story  to  tell  ol  a  mis- 
hap or  an  adventure  on  tbe  previous  night. 
Gentlemen  of  great  strategical  genius  guiding 
themselves  in  a  masterly  manner  by  a  care- 
ful regard  to  the  kerbstone,  and  a  highly  sci- 
entific series  of  observations  of  street  lamps, 
iound  themselves,  like  a  mariner  without  a 
compass,  in  mid  ocean,  when  tbey  essayed  a 
orossinp  or  trusted  themselves  to  tbe  road- 
way. Tbe  next  lamp,  whose  direction  was 
carefully  taken,  and  appearance  was  looked 
for  with  as  much  certainty  as  an  accomplish- 
ed astronomer  looks  for  the  reappearance  of 
a  well-known  oomet,  appeared  not.  Some 
found  themselves,  after  wandering  an  hour  or 
two,  in  the  exact  place  from  which  tbey 
started  ;  some  in  a  direction  quite  opposite  to 
tbat  in  w  hioh  their  journey  lay,  some  nowhere. 

Cabmen  at  first  were  cautious,  then  ex- 
travagant in  their  demands,  and  at  last  im- 
possible to  deal  with.

Mr.  M'Clure  advocated  the  voting  of  tbe 
sum,  otherwise  it  would  have  to  bo  raised  by 
subscriptioo.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Bayley  supported  tbe  motion. 
Mr  DeCosmos  said  if  the  mail  was  to  be 
carried  twice  a  week,  which  would  amount 
to  about  $5  a  day,  the  sum  was  a  very  rea- 
sonable one. 

Dr.  Helmcken  said  there  was  no  further 
evidence  before  the  House  than  when  it  had 
almost  unanimously  voted  the  1300,  and  he 
could  not  see  why  the  deliberate  expression 
of  tbe  House  should  be  altered  at  the  request 
of  the  Aotlog  Colonial  Secretary— (bear, 
bear)— in  a  letter  which  should  never  have 
come  before  tbe  House  at  all.  ( Hear,  hear.) 
He  was  sure  tbat  the  community  at  Sooke 
would  be  far  better  pleased  by  their  letters 
being  carried  by  tbe  expressman  than  by  tbe 
Government. 

Mr.  M'Clure  said  tbe  present  expressman 
had  heretofore  carried  tbe  letters,  in  the  hope 
of  this  sum  being  voted.  He  was  in  favor  of 
the  express  principle,  but  in  this  oase  thought 
tbe  mail  subsidy  was  wanted  to  encourage 
tbe  expressman  to  remain  on  the  route.  It 
would  be  difficult  to  get  private  enterprise 
to  carry  letters  during  the  entire  year. 

Dr.  Dickson  moved  that  tbe  amount  be 
$300. 

Mr.  M'Clmo  felt  almost  ashamed  to  have 
to  speak  a  third  time  oo  this  question.  More 
importance  seemed  to  be  given  to  the  paltry 
$700  item  proposed,  probably  beoause  it  was 
sot  a  useless  salary,  than  the  whole  question 
of  the  civil  list.  He  rose,  however,  to  ob- 
ject, and  to  object  strongly,  to  the  indiscri- 
minate cutting  and  backing  of  tbe  hon.  mem- 
ber for  the  district  ( Dr.  Dickson).  Cuttiug 
down  estimates  was  one  thing,  and  economy 
was  another.  Intelligent  retrenchment  was 
to  lop  off  that  whioh  could  be  dispensed  with, 
— not  to  destroy  what  was  absolutely  neces- 
sary. ( Hear,  bear.)  This  postal  service 
was  necessary,  and  if  the  House  did  not  vote 
it  tbe  people  of  Victoria  would  bave  to  de- 
tray  tbe  expense  of  the  service  by  subscrip- 
tion. The  names  oo  the  Victoria  petition 
were  a  good  guarantee  lor  the  desirability  of 
the  measure.  So  far  as  the  hon.  gentle-, 
man's  motion  of  $300  was  concerned,  it  was 
merely  playing  with  the  question. 

Dr.  Trimble  thought  the  sum  of  8700  ex- 
ceedingly small,  as  the  expressman  would 
bave  to  employ  some  one  to  distribute  the 
letters  for  him  at  the  mines. 

Mr.  Carswell  said  two-ibirda  of  the  mer- 
chants of  Victoria  looked  to  Sooke  as  tbe 
only  source  ol  Ou-ioess  during  tbe  summer, 
and  ho  was  sura  they  would  not  grudge  tbe 
amount  asked  for. 

Dr.  Dickson  s  amendment  for  8300  was 
lost,  only  the  mover  in  tbe  affirmative,  and 
the  $700  was  voted. 

School  Hjuse  at  Nanaimo,  8800. 
Dr.  Helmcken  moved  a  resolution  that  the 
sum  had  already  been  voted  in  the  810,000 
for  education. 

Mr.  DoOosmoi  said  the  $800  was  not 
strictly  voted,  but  the  Executive  had  power 
to  appropriate  the  $10,000  in  any  manner 
tbey  deemed  advisable.

Russia.— Tbe  Russian  government  has 
published  what  it  calls  a  budget.  A  deoent 
English  scoountsnt  would  call  it  an  estimate 
of  the  certain  expenditure  and  possible  re- 
ceipts of  Russia  for  1865,  but  in  St.  Peters- 
burg people  take  what  is  given  them,  and  are 
thankful.  Taking  the  rouble  at  three  shil- 
lings, the  revenue  of  the  empire  is  expected 
to  be  £67,000,000,  and  tbe  expenditure  £S5,- 
300,000,  leaving  a  deficit  of  £8,300,000.  Ae 
the  Russian  government  is  raising  money, 
wishes  to  look  as  solvent  as  possible,  and 
has  no  parliament  to  check  ita  accounts,  this 
statement  .rauHt  be  accepted  as  very  bad 
indeed.  Fortunately  for  itself,  it  has  bardry 
begun  to  tax  its  people,  and  it  has  always 
paid  its  foreign  creditors  tboir  interest  to  the'

Tbe  railways  worked 
oo,  but  at  a  slow  pace,  and  fog -signals  kept 
exploding  along  the  lines  like  rifles,  in  great 
frequency,  rather  giving  people  the  idea  tbat 
au  enemy  was  lodged  in  the  suburbs,  stray 
shots  being  exchanged  by  the  outposts.  The 
heavy  congealed  atmosphere  above  had 
pressed  our  own  coal  sm  ike  and  ths  exhala 
tions  of  the  great  city  down  upon  us,  and 
brought  sore  grievance  to  many,  and  incon- 
venienoe and  discomlort  to  all.— English 
Paper.
